On October 2, 1861, George Plummer bought the farm, which was long known as the 
Plummer Place for over fifty years after it had passed out of the Plummer Family, located on Buffalo 
Road. Shortly after the family moved to the town of Wentworth, George Francis Plummer was born, 
the son of George Plummer and Frances Blodgett. George F. Plummer was born August 29, 1862, 
amid the turmoil erupting at the time on Buffalo Road. An older sister Persis was born October 8, 1860. 
in Hebron, before the family came to Wentworth, and a younger sister Lucinda, who married William 
Rollins, was born February 4, 1868, after the family had come to the town. Lucinda, or Lutie or Lucy 
as her name sometimes appears, died April 20, 1896. William Rollins, her husband, was born Marck 
20, 1862, and died April 10, 1902. Both are buried in the East Side Cemetery. Persis was a nurse anc 
never married; she died November 27, 1908, at Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital of 'tubercula: 
peritonitis’ and is buried with her father George, her mother Frances, her brother George F., and sister- 
in-law Nellie in the Village Cemetery. 

George F. Plummer was very good friends for life with Harry M. Turner, a childhood 
neighbor on the Cross Road that ran between the two houses. George and Harry were born in the same 
month of the same year, born on adjoining farms, and attended the little white school house near their 
homes. They sat together in the same seat, played together and did their chores together. Each would 
subsequently carve their names for posterity on the ledges south of the farm and near the Plummer 
Potholes, a geologic site near the Rumney line. George F. Plummer left Wentworth at the age of 21 and 
on September 25, 1895, he was married to Nellie E. Emmons, daughter of Gustav Emmons, formerly 
of Concord. George and Nellie lived for over forty-five years in the town of Ashland where George F. 
was one of the town's most representative citizens. But George remained strongly rooted to his native 
town, making frequent returns to Wentworth, always stopping by to see Harry. 

In 1930 George F. wrote a history of his native town. In a diary, which he kept for several 
years, for December 3, 1930, George F. wrote: “1930 is made memorable for me because it saw the 
Wentworth History printed and made an accomplished fact. It is my only bid for fame and it may fail at 
that but 'what is writ is writ”. Nellie E. Plummer died July 5, 1939, and George F. died July 22, 
1944. Both are buried in the Village Cemetery in Wentworth. 

On December 18, 1940, George deeded a 3.5-acre parcel to the State of New Hampshire, a 
tract to be later known as Plummer's Ledges; it is more properly called Plummer Ledge State Park. On 
November 25, 1942, George made out his will leaving all but $1000 (which he willed to his faithful 
housekeeper) to the Town of Wentworth. Plummer's lifelong friend Harry Turner and George A. 
Skinner of Ashland were executors of his estate. The house and adjacent land once owned by the 
Plummer's while in town was later sold. Income from the estate continues to provide for the three 
cemeteries and the library in the town. 

Harry Marsden Turner was born August 2, 1862, the son of Charles Turner and Elizabeth 
Kelley Goodspeed, the second child in a family of two boys and one girl. He attended the Buffalo 
school near his home and went for two terms to the Village School. Charles had come to Wentworth 
from Charlestown, MA, in 1854, and became a thrifty farmer and hard laborer. The Turner Family 
members of Wentworth were a direct descendents of Humphrey Turner who came to America on one 
of the later trips of the Mayflower about 1624. Harry was a childhood friend of George Francis 
Plummer, a near neighbor, and they forever remained in constant contact until death. 

According to papers compiled by the Turner family the old homestead on the property was 
built by Nathaniel White sometime between 1790 and 1795. The sons John and William White divided 
the farm and William White took the portion later known as the Turner property. The barn was built ai 
the approximate time as the house. An ell and shed was added in 1820. Rejected timbers from the 
building of the railroad bridge nearby were used to adda stable and shop. : 

Elizabeth Goodspeed, first wife of Charles Turner, died in 1877 at the age of 44; Charles was 
married secondly to Adeline E. Webster. Charles Turner died September 24, 1914, and Adeline died 
December 2, 1928. Harry never married but continued to live on the home-place until his death. Barry 
died March 23, 1952. S| 

A brother Charles H. Turner, a lawyer, pre-deceased Harry on August 3, 1913, as did his siste1 
Harriet, who died September 29, 1914, five days after her father. All members of the family are buried 
in the Village Cemetery.

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2007 WENTWORTH SELECTMEN'S REPORT 


Your Selectmen are now meeting every other Tuesday evening, and it is 
working out very well. Should you wish to speak to the Selectmen in a meeting, 
please call Janet Woolner, our administrative assistant, to be included on the 
agenda. Janet recently underwent a heart valve replacement, but we are very very 
fortunate to have her back at work now with her usual thoroughness and efficiency. 

Kevin Kay, who has been involved with the Wentworth Police Department 
for many years, has voluntarily “stepped up to the plate” to fill in as Police Chief. 
This was very timely with the resignation of Chief Davis, and the Selectmen and 
Town owe Kevin a great deal of thanks. Kevin has spent substantial time writing 
the “Procedures & Policies Manual” for the Wentworth Police Department. We are 
still struggling on how to provide Wentworth with the best police service within the 
budget as approved by the Taxpayers/Voters. For now, things are working well, 
with additional coverage from the NH State Police and neighboring towns. 

Our property taxes are down, in part because of the March 2007 Town 
Meeting. Your Selectmen continue to try and hold spending as low as is reasonably 
possible, without compromising the necessary town services. 

The State of New Hampshire continues its relentless siege of mindless, 
new, “unfunded” mandates/rules & regulations. The cost to the Town is many 
thousands of dollars. For example, the State has decided that the transfer station 
shed is too small, thus forcing the Town to enlarge or replace the shed that has 
worked just fine for many years. 

John Millican has been working on/with the Mitigation Committee, and they have 
almost completed all the “Stuff’ the State has required us to do. 

With the number of children in the Wentworth Elementary School moving 
down, now to only 45, the Wentworth and Warren Selectmen have been discussing 
the merging of our two schools. As a result, a nonbinding ballot vote will be on 
both the school & town ballots in both towns. 

We all feel that the students and taxpayers will greatly benefit from 
this and ask that you vote for this merger. 

This past December two of the Wentworth Selectmen spent 2-1/2 hours 
“locked up” in the Grafton County Jail. This was by design for your Selectmen to 
decide if Grafton could possibly justify a new jail at a projected cost of possibly 
over $45,000,000. It was a very enlightening experience, and we're very glad that 
they let us out. We also attended an informational meeting on the jail expansion 
project in Bristol that same week. Our conclusion was that the huge proposal was 
way out of scale for Grafton County, and we sent a letter to all Grafton County 
Commissioners urging a much smaller jail, at $30,000,000 including a biomass 
electric and heat plant to supply all the Grafton County facilities. This plant would 
be fueled by wood chips from local loggers, maintained by some of the jail inmates, 
and replace the cost of foreign 011 with local sources and jobs. As of this writing, 
unfortunately, the jail at its projected cost will go forward as planned. 

In conclusion, Wentworth continues to be a fine place to live and raise our 
families. Let's do our best to keep it that way!

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ROAD AGENT REPORT 


Last winter was an easy one, with little snow and ice. | had a great 
crew and we had fund working together. Most everything help up well, 
although the backhoe had some problems. Spring came, and with that we 
had lots of mud, more than usual. We did the best we could with what we 
had. We didn't have much gravel, so we had to skimp here and there. In 
April we had high winds, which meant a lot of trees down. Thanks to the 
Fire Dept and a few residents working with the Highway Dept, we had all 
roads cleaned up by dark. Thank you to all who helped!! 

Summer brought routine maintenance to all roads, washing 
bridges, replacing guard rails, and grading. We hot oiled and sanded the 
new part of North Dorchester Road in June to protect the road from 
cracking and to prolong its life. We cleaned ditches and culverts on most 
roads. In September we rented a boom mower, and one of my men ran it 
for two weeks. He was able to mow the north end of town. This next 
summer | hope to be able to rent a mower again and mow the south end of 
town. We grader shimmed part of North Dorchester Road which will help 
prolong the life of the original asphalt. | intend to do more grader 
shimming on Beech Hill and Atwell Hill Roads in 2008. 

Most of the equipment is in good shape; however, the backhoe is 
getting a work out and is starting to show its age, having had many 
breakdowns. Maybe the townspeople want to start thinking about 
replacing itin another year or so. 

Much needs to be done on these roads. The asphalt roads need 
to be rebuilt, oiled, and sealed. Gravel roads need more gravel added to 
them and some of the bridges need work done on them. At this time, | 
have two part-time workers; one is in training and the other semi-retired. 
Luckily, they have been able to be there when needed. I'd like the 
townspeople to consider hiring at least one full-time man, but | would like 
everyone to know that | could and would keep three full-time men, 
including myself, busy all the time because of a lot of work to be done on 
the town's roads. 

Last winter | had a great crew as | have now, and I'd like to thank 
them for being there when needed. | also wish to thank my family for all of 
their support, and to the townspeople for all their support and 
understanding. Thanks to all!

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Webster Memorial Library Librarian's Report 


The library is open on Mondays from 3-8, Wednesdays from 11-4, and 
Saturdays from 9-12. Patrons can borrow a variety of items including books, 
audio books, videos, DVDs, CDs, and periodicals. Internet databases such as 
Ebscohost, HeritageQuest, and NewsBank are available to patrons both in the 
library and at home, while other databases are only accessible at the library. The 
library participates in the Inter-Library Loan program and can borrow items from 
other New Hampshire libraries. In February the library joined the New Hampshire 
Downloadable Audio Books consortium. Patrons can download audiobooks to 
computers, MP3 players, and in many instances, can burn titles to CD. 

A pre-school story hour is held on Wednesday mornings at 10 a.m., and 
there is an adult book group which meets once a month. 

High-speed internet access is now available at the library. There are two 
public access computers as well as wireless connectivity for patrons with their 
own laptops. __ The library's holdings are as follows:

In 2007, there were 374 cardholders and 1456 visits made to the library, 
including story hour attendance. Total circulation of library materials was 3932 
items:

Audio-Visual 935 


In addition, the library borrowed 99 items from and lent 180 items to 
other libraries through the ILL program. 

The library acquired 593 items in 2007. Of these, 153 items were gifts. 
372 items were added to the general collection, 132 items were added to the 
children's collection, and 89 items were added to the audio-visual collection. 14 
of the 53 periodical subscriptions are also gifts. 

| would also like to thank Helen Ray, who faithfully volunteers at the 
library and to Angela Comeau, who runs a pre-school story hour, which started 
up again in September 2007.

It has been another very exciting year at Cottage Hospital. Over the last year we have seen 
growth in many areas of the hospital. As many of you know, we are reaching completion of a 
very exciting building project, which should be complete as of the first of the year. This building 
project will make space for expansion of growing clinical services such as Pain Management, 
Day Surgery, Radiology and Laboratory. 


Financially, Fiscal Year 2006-2007 closed with a negative bottom line from operations. The 
hospital has had to increase support for Charity Care and the uninsured, as well as having our 
orthopedic surgeon called to active duty in the Navy for nine months. Nonetheless, our 
orthopedic surgeon is back to Cottage and functioning for the community. We have continued to 
enhance our clinical technical capabilities with a new 16-slice CT and a brand new orthopedic 
and general x-ray room. We have also continued to make strides toward a full electronic health 
record and we will be going live the first week in January on a complete electronic Emergency 
Room Record, which should help move people through our ER more quickly, and have a 
complete electronic record of the visit. 


At Cottage Hospital we are all very proud of the personal care that we are able to give to our 
patients. Time and time again, we hear about the outstanding care that patients and family 
members have received while with us. 


We know our communities are supportive of our institution, and we are extremely grateful for the 
financial support that our area towns have provided over the years. Although funds are always 
needed and welcomed at Cottage Hospital, we know there are many worthy organizations also 
asking for money this year. Despite our negative bottom line this year, the Cottage Hospital 
Board of Trustees has decided NOT to ask the towns for financial support for the fourteenth 
consecutive year. 


We thank you for your continued support and pledge to continue to do our best to provide you 
and your families with the highest quality of healthcare possible. 


We will appreciate your including this message in your 2007 Annual Report, and we will forward 
our 2007 Annual Report to you as soon as it is available.

Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District 
2007 Annual Report 


The Pemi-Baker Solid Waste District met five (5) times during 2007. This past year District programs 
provided residents access for proper disposal of their household hazardous wastes (HHW), paint, 
fluorescent light bulbs, antifreeze and rechargeable batteries 


HHW Program 


The District held two (2) one -day collections - in Lisbon (May) and in Plymouth (September). 181 
participants (vehicles) took p art serving an estimated 434 residents. This estimate is based on the 
number of vehicles coming to the collection site and multiplying that figure by 2.4 - the average 
number of people per household (see tables 1 & 2).* This year's participation decline c an be attributed 
to at least two factors; (1) the District held only 2 collections instead of 3 as in past years, and (2) 
moving the collection usually held in Littleton to Lisbon. It should be noted that even though 
participation numbers were down over 50% from 2006, volume totals for this year were down only 
24%. Member communities also brought waste that had been dropped off at their individual transfer 
stations. There is no effective means to record an accurate number of residents that are being 
served in this capacity so it should be understood that the participation numbers reported are 
conservative. In reality, the District's program is serving a greater percentage of the District 
population than is being reported.

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PROGRAM COSTS 


The total cost for disposal for the one-day collection program was $22,500. The cost per capita was 
down considerably from last year and this can simply be attributed to the decrease of $8,000 in 
program costs. The rise in average cost per vehicle and average cost per “participant” figures can be 
attributed to the sharp decrease in participation numbers paired with modest decrease in program 
costs. The District received over $8,900 in grant funds from the State of NH’s HHW grant program 
to help offset this year's collection costs.

WASTE VOLUMES COLLECTED 


As noted earlier the estimated 34,528 pounds of waste collected was down approximately 24% from 
2006. However, the 2007 figure is higher than the 2003, 2004, and 2005 numbers, when three 
collections were held (only two in 2007). The pounds/participant and pounds/vehicle numbers were 
the highest seen by the District in recent years. This is consistent with what was seen at the events 
as a number of participants brought large quantities of waste to the sites with some participants 
making multiple drop-offs. Even with the fluctuations in participation, volumes of waste collected, 
etc. it should be noted that the cost per pound of waste collected declined slightly from 2006 and has 
remained relatively stable over the past six (6) years.

Paint Recycling and Universal Waste Collections 


Accompanying the one-day HHW collection program were the individual municipal transfer station 
collections for paint and fluorescent lights. Over 640 gallons of paint and 34,000 feet of fluorescent 
light bulbs were collected through these programs. These ongoing collections not only provide less 
expensive recycling options for wastes typically collected at HHW collections, but they also allow 
residents greater access to disposal opportunities, in turn minimizing the potential for improper 
disposal. 


Other Issues 


The District supported a legislative proposal, HB 503, which would levy a $.01 fee/tax on beverage 
containers at the wholesale level (Milk, wine and liquor bottles would be exempt). This proposal would 
raise approximately 10 million dollars annually for recycling and HHW programs. It is estimated that 
$800,000 dollars would be set aside for HHW grants annually, four times the current amount 
allocated to the State's HHW grant program. 


In 2008, the District will continue to promote its cooperative approach to solid waste management and 
recycling and continue its HHW and universal waste collection programs. By working together, 
District members can minimize disposal, transportation and recycling costs and help ease the strain on 
municipal budgets. Citizens interested in participating in the development of the District's programs 
are welcome to attend the District meetings. Information regarding the place and time of the 
meetings is available at all municipal offices.

It has helped 
us to realize our areas prone to fires, and what can be done to be ready for 
emergencies, and what steps we need to take. One of them being generators 
needed in various emergency buildings. 


The potential hazards we have to deal with are flooding, wind, fire, 
earthquake, microburst, ice, severe winter weather and loss of electric power. 


During the year we inspected various places needing permits. We continue to 
check the Baker River at Saunders Hill Bridge, Hamilton field and Town Park 
near Paiges for E-coli count. We check four times during the summer. The 
four places tested had acceptable readings.

Grafton County Senior Citizens Council, Inc. is a private nonprofit organization that 
provides programs and services to support the health and well being of our older 
citizens. The Council’s programs enable elderly individuals to remain independent in 
their own homes and communities for as long as possible. 


The Council operates eight senior centers in Plymouth, Littleton, Canaan, Lebanon, 
Bristol, Orford, Haverhill and Lincoln, and sponsors the Grafton County ServiceLink 
Resource Center and the Retired and Senior Volunteer Program and Volunteer Center 
(RSVP). Through the centers, ServiceLink and RSVP, older adults and their families 
take part in a range of community-based long-term services including home delivered 
meals, congregate dining programs, transportation, adult day care, chore/home repair 
services, recreational and educational programs, and volunteer opportunities. 


During 2007, 47 older residents of Wentworth were served by the Council’s programs 
offered through the Horse Meadow or Plymouth Regional Senior Center: 
¢ Older adults from Wentworth enjoyed 528 balanced meals in the 
company of friends in the Plymouth center’s dining room. 
@ They received 1,166 hot, nourishing meals delivered to their homes by 
caring volunteers. 
@ Frail residents of Wentworth benefited from 218.5 hours of care in our 
adult day care program. 
@ Wentworth residents were transported to health care providers or other 
community resources on 50 occasions by our lift-equipped buses. 
@ They received assistance with problems, crises or issues of long-term care 
through 77 visits with a social worker. 
@ Wentworth’s citizens also volunteered to put their talents and skills to 
work for a better community through 175.75 hours of volunteer service. 
The cost to provide Council services for Wentworth residents in 2007 was $17,310.78. 


Such services can be critical to elderly individuals who want to remain in their own 
homes and out of institutional care in spite of chronic health problems and increasing 
physical frailty, saving tax dollars that would otherwise be expended for nursing home 
care. They also contribute to a higher quality of life for our older friends and 
neighbors. As our population grows older, supportive services such as those offered 
by the Council become even more critical. 


Grafton County Senior Citizens Council very much appreciates Wentworth’s support 
for our programs that enhance the independence and dignity of older citizens and 
enable them to meet the challenges of aging in the security and comfort of their own 
communities and homes.

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WENTWORTH VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 
2007 REPORT 


This year we saw a large increase in calls compared to present years. There where 68 calls 
total, 1/6th of those calls came on April 16th during the big rain, and wind storm. I would 
like to thanks all the members that put in so many hours that day in such adverse conditions. 
We had 10 structure fires which is an increase over last year. 
We had 24 motor vehicle accidents which also was an increase over last year. 

Over the last year we have made some changes in the department to try and bring it closer to 
the 20th century standards. 

NEW COMPUTER WITH INTERNET ACCESS 
This allows us to do the many reports that we have to do for the state and federal agencies. 
Keep more accurate information on each call 
Keep reports of the skill levels of all firefighters 
Keep accurate records of the inventory owned by the department 

USED BREATHING APPARATUS 
Breathing apparatus is always used when ever a member enters a burning building., To buy 
this new is very expensive, we found some used that another department was getting rid of 
because they upgraded to a new style. This gave us units that will pass the state tests which 
some of ours wouldn't. 

FIRE DEPARTMENT MEMBERS DONATION 
Our tanker was in very poor running condition, on many fire calls the driver wondered if the 
truck would even make it to the fire. This got the members looking around and talking to 
people about the problem. The tanker is owned my the state of NH so how much money do 
you want to sink into a truck that you really don't own in order to keep it in safe operating 
condition, and was the truck really worth spending that kind of money. A summer resident 
told a member about a truck that the Wilton fire department was looking to sell. Several of 
the members of the department went and looked at the truck, after reporting back to the rest 
of the members they decided to buy the truck themselves and donate to the department. The 
truck is a 1973 with a 1000 gallon tank, 1000 gallon per minute pump, and a four person cab. 
This truck needed minimal work to be put in operation and the largest percent of this was 
also paid for by the members. 

RECEIVED GRANT 
As most know each year we try to get grants to help offset the major cost of new trucks and 
such that arise. This year thanks to the hard work and endless hours of work put forth by the 
deputy chief of the department (JEFFERY AMES) we have been notified by FEMA and 
Senator Gregg's office that we had received a grant in the amount of $213,750.00. Most grant 
writers would be asking for 7 to 10 percent of the total cost of the project, Jeffery Ames has 
provided this to the department at no cost. As with any grant there is money that the town 
will have to pay. The town amount is $11,250.00 a small amount to have to pay compared to 
the total cost. This money will not affect taxes as it is already in a trust fund account. This is 
providing that we can find a truck that meets our needs and the federal requirements for 
$225,000.00. The grant will go for the purchase of a new pumper/tanker truck with a 1500 
gallon tank, 1000 gallon per minute pump, and 2 person cab. This will become our mutual 
aid truck for structure fires while 42 engine 2 will still respond to motor vehicle accidents. In 
order to outfit the new truck with equipment to put it in service we were forced to raise our 
budget slightly this year. This increase is only to cover the expenses of getting this truck 
equipped with what is needed. 
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NEW MEMBERS 

This year we had one new member join the department. At present one of our newer 
members Raymond Welch (Gilligan) has taken a great interest in the department and has 
already started his education in the Firefighter level 1 certification process, and upon 
completion of this schooling he plans to continue to the level 2 certification. This is very 
encouraging to the department after all they are the future of the department because with 
each pasting year the present members are not getting any younger. 

At this time, as the captain of the department, I would like to personally thank each and 
every member and the members' families for the countless hours of time out of your life that 
you have donated to the department. Most people don't know the hundreds of hours that you 
give up for the town's people. I do know and THANK YOU 

POINTS TO THINK ABOUT 

Within the next few years we are anticipating needing a new station. We have found that as 
time goes on and the state and federal government mandate more and more things that we 
are running out of room to be able to house it all... 

Also remember that it is because of the support for this department by the residents of the 
whole town that makes it possible for us to provide the services that we do. We are always 
looking for new members; if interested, meetings are at the station on the Ist and 3rd 
Wednesdays of each month at 7pm.

We have audited the accompanying financial statements of the Town of Wentworth as of and for the fiscal year ended December 31, 
2006 as shown on pages 2 through 6. These financial statements are the responsibility of the Town of Wentworth’s management. Our 
responsibility is to express opinions on these financial statements based on our audit. 


We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, and the standards 
applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing Standards, issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. 
Those standards require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statements are 
free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the 
financial statements. An audit also includes assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, 
as well as evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our 
opinions. 


Management has not implemented Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) Statement No. 34, Basie Financial 
Statements - and Management's Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments. Therefore these financial statements are 
presented following the principles that were in effect prior to GASB Statement No. 34. Management has not presented government- 
wide financial statements to display the financial position and changes in financial position of its governmental activities and business- 
type activities. The financial statements presented do not contain separate statements for governmental and fiduciary fund types, nor 
are major and nonmajor funds separately identified and classified. The financial statements presented report expendable and 
nonexpendable trust funds, some of which should be reported as special revenue and permanent funds under the new reporting model. 
The financial statements also present a general long-term debt account group which should not be reported as such, but the information 
contained therein should be included in the government-wide financial statements were they presented. Also, the financial statements 
do not contain any information on capital assets because the government has not maintained historical cost records of such assets. 
Management has not presented a management’s discussion and analysis as required. The amounts that would be reported in the 
missing statements and required supplementary information, and the effects of reclassifying and properly reporting the information 
presented are not reasonably determined. 


In our opinion, because of the effects of the matters discussed in the preceding paragraph, the financial statements referred to above do 
not present fairly, in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position 
of the Town of Wentworth as of December 31, 2006, or the changes in its financial position or its cash flows, where applicable, for the 
year then ended. 


Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming opinions on the financial statements that collectively comprise the Town of 
Wentworth basic financial statements. The combining and individual fund schedules are presented for purposes of additional analysis 
and are not a required part of the basic financial statements. For reasons stated in the third paragraph of this report, we expressed an 
opinion that the financial statements of the Town of Wentworth do not fairly present financial position, results of operations, and cash 
flows in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. Therefore, we do not express an 
opinion on the accompanying combining and individual fund schedules.

Fire activity was very busy during the spring of the 2007, particularly late April into early May. As the forests and fields greened up in 
later May the fire danger decreased. However, a very dry late summer created very high fire danger again from August into September, 
with fire danger reaching very high on Labor Day weekend, Even with the dry conditions, the acreage burned was less than half that of 
2006. The largest forest fire during the 2007 season burned approximately 26 acres on the side of Wantastiquet Mountain in Chesterfield 
| during the month of May. Our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers is credited with keeping most fires small and saving several 
structures this season due to their quick and accurate spotting capabilities. Many homes in New Hampshire are located in the wildland 
urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during the 2007 season 
threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures to prevent a 
wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine needles, and 
‘maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
‘recommendations are available at www.firewise.org. Please help Smokey Bear, your local fire department and the state’s Forest Rangers 
by being fire wise and fire safe!

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WENTWORTH POLICE DEPARTMENT 
2007 ANNUAL REPORT 


The year 2007 has been a year of transition and adjustment for your Police 
Department. In March the community voted to reduce the overall budget to our department 
that has impacted the quality of service that you have come to expect. With this shortfall we 
have had to make adjustments to serve the community with less financial resources. 


In May, Acting Chief Warren Davis left the agency to return to his focus to the Town of 
Warren. Since then, Chief Davis' wife Wendy has taken ill. We would like to wish her a 
speedy recovery. We are grateful for Chief Davis' and his wife for his service to the Town of 
Wentworth that had lasted far longer than it was originally anticipated. 


In July, I assumed the position on a temporary basis to serve as the Chief of Police part time. 
The purpose of this position was to bring some leadership to the agency and restore 
compliance with many regulations set forth for law enforcement agencies. Additionally I was 
tasked to mentor, give guidance, and supervise a newer officer. 


Upon assuming command of the department we inspected all departments’ assets and 
equipment. We found that our sole police vehicle is in need of some major repairs. This raised 
the question of economic feasibility of keeping it in service. The vehicle was repaired to a 
level that made it safe to operate. We knew that this would be a temporary solution until other 
options could be explored. We feel with our monies set aside in capitol reserve, we are in a 
good position to replace our current vehicle with very little or no impact on our tax rate. We 
are seeking a comparable vehicle to ease with police equipment transition. And be able to 
reach all areas of the community with our service. 


Our budget request has increased due to a number of contracted services we are required to 
maintain to operate the police department. Services and supplies such as dispatch, fuel, office 
supplies and ammunition have all increased dramatically. We continue to seek alternative 
options and strive to keep these increases to a minimum. 


The Police Department continues to provide assistance to the Legion Speedway during the 
summer months deterring and quelling any situations that may arise. The facility reimburses 
the town for the police services needed. Coverage of that venue would not be possible without 
our continued partnerships with our neighboring police agencies, Rumney, Warren, Groton 
and Grafton County Sheriff's Department. 


In looking to the future, we are hopeful to attract additional staffing to our agency. With that, 
we hope to find people that are community oriented and understand the needs and priorities of 
a small rural community. With bringing on any additional staffing, there comes a cost for 
training, uniforms and equipment. We will also be seeking grants for any monies or equipment 
that might be out there. 


I want to thank Deputy Chief P. Chierichetti and Officer S. Hilbrunner for their dedication to 
the department. They both bring an invaluable amount of knowledge and experience to this 
agency. Officer D. Jones he has moved on from the department and we wish him luck in his 
future. I would like recognize and thank the Board of Selectmen and all of the town officials 
for their continued support of me and the department. I am grateful to them for all of their 
assistance. 
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Over the last several years we have seen many heated debates over the budget of the police 
department and the financial burden of not only ours, but all town departments. I would 
ask that you make your expectations known to the Board of Selectmen of what you would 
like to see for a police department in our community; full-time officer versus part-time 
officer. Your clear expectations and support makes our long term strategic planning 
possible. 


The year 2007 was the deadliest year ever for Police Officers killed in the line of duty. We 
were not even exempt here in rural Grafton County with the death of our brother Cpl Bruce 
McKay back in May. This is a grim reminder that we are not immune to this type of 
violence. 


I look forward to serving you in the year 2008. Please feel free to contact me with any 
concerns.

The Mount Mooselaukee Health Center (MMHC) a division of Ammonoosuc 
Community Health Services, Inc. (ACHS) is a non-profit agency offering a network of 
affordable primary health care services and information throughout the communities of 
Warren, Wentworth, and Rumney. MMHC emphasizes preventive care and encourages 
active participation in one’s own health. MMHC’s programs promote and support the 
well being of individuals and their families. 


MMHC offers a variety of health care services to the local communities including 
primary care, maternity care, family planning, and mental health care, which include 
counseling and drug and alcohol treatments. Dr. David Nelson. D.O. has been the full 
time primary care physician since July of 2002. Dr. Nelson is also on staff at Cottage 
Hospital in Woodsville, N.H. MMHC has a variety of health care providers who practice 
in Warren on a part-time basis. This allows MMHC to bring a wide range of services to 
the communities. Jessica Thibodeau, ARNP provides adult and adolescent services, 
specializing in prenatal care and woman’s health issues. New providers for 2007 include 
Claire Bolon, Board Certified Pediatrician and Doug Speck, Clinical Psychologist. We 
are partnering with the Warren Village School to assist families in finding resources for 
school physicals, immunizations, and sports physicals. 


The Warren/Wentworth Ambulance Service has generously allowed the food pantry to 
use its basement. We are happy to provide this service to the community. Many donations 
were received this year, and were greatly appreciated. The food pantry serves an average 
of 39 households or 671 meals per month. Commodity foods are delivered every other 
month on the first Friday. MMHC would like to thank Bill Hall and all of the volunteers 
for their efforts to feed the hungry. 


The food pantry is but one of the communities needs that MMHC supports. The WIC 
program comes to MMHC the first Monday for every month. MMHC offers a home 
visiting program for families with young children through Family Connections, a 
program for chronically ill children and their families through Partners in Health, dental 
health referrals. and community health education. 


Patients who do not have insurance and qualify for the sliding fee program receive 
quality health care at affordable prices. Total savings for those patients was $40, 362 for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 2007. MMHC also has a drug formulary program to 
provide qualifying patients with affordable prescription medication. The staff at MMHC 
diligently works to assist patients with applications for the indigent drug program. In 
calendar year 2007 MMHC provided community residents with $164,067 in free 
prescription medication. which is an increase from fiscal year2006. Please stop in and see 
the new renovations at MMHC as a direct result of our fund raising efforts last fall. 


The staff at MMHC would like to thank the town, and the many organizations and 
community members who have supported the health center through out the past year. 
Your generous donations of time and money have been greatly appreciated.

Principal's Report 2007-2008 


The enrollment and grade distribution of Wentworth Elementary School is as follows for the 
2007-2008 school year:

Once again there have been significant changes this year. Over the summer, the school building 
underwent many safety upgrades. The installation of a new state-of-the-art phone system, new 
wireless internet upgrades, a library/media center was built, old doors and windows were 
replaced in several classrooms, as well as all new locks on interior doors. 


The Allied Arts programs have several new teaching staff. Joining the staff this year are: Brian 
Fairbanks Music, Julie Panus Computer Education, and Michael Rathgeber Physical 
Education. The core teachers have all returned this year which makes for a wonderful 
teaching/learning environment for our students. The key to good education will always depend 
upon the teachers themselves, and attracting and retaining a top rate professional teaching staff 
should be at the top of everyone's agenda. Nothing else matters as much to our young people. 
All the equipment, procedures and tests in the world cannot make-up for the influence of one 
good teacher, in shaping the lives of our children. It's the human element. It's fundamental. 


The 7" and 8" grade classes along with their teachers and several parents embarked on another 
outdoor education program. This time they went to Mt. Washington, staying at the Joe Dodge 
Lodge in Gorham, NH. Several other field trips to Billings Farm and Museum, Boston Museum 
of Science, Montshire Museum, as well as others took place. 


Wentworth Elementary School made AYP (Annual Yearly Progress) for the second year in a row, 
in all grade levels and all sub groups. This is quite an accomplishment. 51% of all elementary 
and middle schools in the state did not make AYP. 


We continue to have a relationship with Friends of the Arts Regional Arts Council. This group 
of artists comes to the school and engages our students in wonderful programs. We are in year 
two of a three year commitment with the Northern State Company on Project Playwright. This 
program sent two professional playwrights into the 5" and 6" grade classroom to increase 
reading, writing and public speaking skills. The playwrights guided students in reading and 
writing plays, the best of which are professionally produced at Northern State in April in White 
River Junction, Vermont. 


The sports programs continue to provide exciting games for viewing. Wentworth continues to 
earn recognition in the area of sportsmanship and competitive fair play. Our coaches are some 
of the best the Pemi-Baker League has to offer. As always, our student athletes have to remain 
in good academic standing in order to participate. 


All grade levels are embarking on a new method of Parent/Teacher Conferences this year 
entitled “Student-Led Conferences.” In Student-Led Conferences, students create a portfolio 
representing work over the course of the school year. A portfolio is a purposeful collection of 
student work that tells the story of his/her growth as a learner. Students will conduct the 
conferences detailing skills and processes learned as well as the goals they've set to further 
improve themselves. 


Wentworth Elementary School is both a wonderful environment to teach in and to learn in.

It is our pleasure to update you on our progress in a number of areas. The Visual 
Arts Guide and the Career Development Curriculum have been presented and 
adopted by the majority of our Boards. As with all of the SAU #48 curriculum 
guides, they are available on our web site at www.sau48.k12.nh.us. 


SAU #48 teachers have continued to curriculum map for each content area. The 
curriculum mapping software enables all SAU teachers to view curriculum for their 
grade level and subjects in schools around the world as well as within our SAU. 
This allows for collaboration and active, meaningful dialogue about teaching 
practice. Curriculum mapping serves as the central connection to other school 
improvement initiatives such as the use of data to guide classroom instruction, 
literacy skills across all disciplines, and Understanding By Design (McTighe and 
Wiggins, 2004) to plan meaningful units of instruction. 


We have been very pleased by the progress our students have made increasing their 
reading skills. Our Title I programs continue to actively support our students. 
Plymouth Elementary School and Plymouth Regional High School have successfully 
implemented the Read 180 program which gives extra reading and language arts 
instruction to students who need it. 


Our technology directors are close to making a recommendation to the full SAU 
Board to update student management software and the associated hardware. These 
upgrades will make parent/guardian access to student records, assignments, 
curriculum maps and various school announcement and information readily 
accessible. 


Please know that our teachers and students are working very hard. The changes 
taking place in education at this moment in time are enormous. We are examining 
learning styles, alternative education, incorporating technology into lessons and 
differentiated instruction with the commitment of giving our students an education 
that will allow students to accomplish the many goals they will have in their life 
time. 


On behalf of all our students, faculty members, administrators, paraprofessionals and 
support staff, we thank you for your generous support and commitment to our 
schools.
